The primary reason for the allowance of claims 90, 106, and 121 is the limitation 
of a shaft having right hand threads and left hand threads, a hub to mount a web supply 
roll, a carrier threadably receiving the other threaded portion, at least one opening in the 
carrier, at least one clamp member movably mounted on the carrier between retracted 
and extended positions, and at least one rod received by the hub and extending into the 
opening in the carrier, the carrier rotating together with the shaft relative to the rod, in 
combination with the other claimed language. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 137, 138, and 139 is the limitation 
of a shaft having right hand threads and left hand threads, a hub to mount a web supply 
roll, a earner threadably receiving the other threaded portion, a plurality of openings in 
the carrier, a plurality of clamp members movably mounted on the carrier between 
retracted and extended positions, and a plurality of rods received by the hub and 
extending into the opening in the carrier, the carrier rotating together with the shaft 
relative to the rods, in combination with the other claimed language. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 140, 141 , and 142 is the limitation 
of a shaft having right hand threads and left hand threads, a hub to mount a web supply 
roll, a earner threadably receiving the other threaded portion, at least one clamp 
member movably mounted on the carrier between retracted and extended positions, the 
clamp member having a slot, and at least one control member received by the hub and 
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extending through the slot, the carrier rotating relative to the control member, in 
combination with the other claimed language.
